— Cenaua  toula  for 
alx  of  the  nine  i>rovinceB  have  been  com- 
piled, leaving  the  toUls  for  British 
Columbia,  Ontario,  8aakatchewan  and 
the  Yukon  aad  Northweat  Territories 
still  to  eoBM.  For  the  six  provinces 
already  totalled,  tbe  population  reaches 
4.t4t.STS.  Aasumlas  that  tbe  remaining 
provlncea  will  total  la  the  neighborhood 
of  4.000.000 — In  the  last  census  thtilr 
combined  population  was  rather  leaa 
than  3,400,000 — this  year's  census  will 
give  a  population  for  the  Dominion  of 
about  LlfS.SSS.

Muih  preparatory  work  already 
ha.i  been  accompllahed,  allowing  the 
minlatera  to  proceed  immediately 
with  arraagements  for  evacuation  of 
British  troopa.  dsdaratlen  of  a  gen- 
eral amnesty,  aind  handing  evsr  of 
the  admlniatratlvs  departmsnts  In 
Dublin  to  the  new  Government 

Mr  Churchill  returned  from  the 
Supreme  Council  meeting  at  Cannea 
yeatarday  for  the  purpoee  of  getting 
his  sommlttee  together.  He  ezprsssed 
kesn  aatktaecien  at  ths  tresty's  ratl- 
f>cat1on,  enabltng  the  work  of  his 
committee  to  go  forward.

Hold  Opinion  That  Opposi 
tion  Will  Fall^  Valera 
Course  Conjeetiired^ 


DUBLJN,  Jaa.  i.  Davatoproents  at 
today's  seeslon  of  tha  DatI  Blreann 
were  awaited  by  IrrtaaC  with  Inter- 
est nearly  aa  tense  as  that  before  the 

Anglo-Irish  peace  treaty  waa  ratified. 
Although  ttirouKii  (bat  pact  tha  Irlah 
I  reo  Hi^te  In  tieaicd    giving  Ireland 
the  oLatUH  of  a  dominion   in  theMrlt- 
ifh    Kmplro.  the  attitude  of  Kamunn 
dc  V'alera,  preaident  of  the  Irish  re- 
publlo,  aad  hla  foUowars,  who  ao  bit- 
terly   fought    the   agreement,  haa 
throwa  a  etoad   over  the  altaatlon. 
Many  rumors  have    basa  droalated 
Incltading  one  that  strong  rspubltcn 
realatance  to  the  provisional  govern 
tiieni   may  be  expected  Whoa  tha  lat- 
ter begins  to  function. 

The  Freemaa'a  Joanatl  earraapon- 
dent  wrltee: 

"The  way  Is  now  opsnsd  for  eettling 
up  the  Irish  Free  Btata,  evaonatlag  the 
British  army,  and  tahlag  over  the 
entire  machinery  of  the  government 
b}'  repreaentatlvea  of  the  people. 

"The  atlitudo  of  the  bulk  of  the 
peopfc  la  already  aaaurad.  but  the  pol- 
icy of  the  minority  la  tha  Dall  le 
much  lem  oertala." 

The  result  of  the  daUharatlons  at 
ths  meetiag  of  Mr.  de  Valera's  sup- 
portsrs  Baadajr  waa  aot  mads  pobiio. 
If  olMtruotlon  Is  eontinued  and 
forced  to  tha  utmost  degree  It  will 
mean  emblttorrnent  of  the  situation, 
and  may  lead  to  a  great  deal  of  dla- 
order  and  unhappy  conaequenceo.  It 
v.  lll  achieve  no  other  object  and  will 
dUappear  In  the  cotn'se  Of  the  next 
two  or  three  months,  when  tha  peo- 
ple urts  ha  aaBa*  afga  to  elaet  the 
nrst  parUameat  of  tha  Irish  Free 
state. 

The  Irish  Indeucndonl  aa^a  that 
the  treaty  does  not  contain  all  that 
th.  (.i-oplo  had  hoped,  but  Ireland 
Ia  Klven  the  sutMtance  of  freedom, 
and  the  Dail  did  right  In  aeoeptlaga 
treaty  under  which  IrlahmOB  can 
manage  all  their  own  aflalra  without 
outside  laterferaoe^ 
The  Irish  Tlmee^emments  as  fol- 


lows: 'TIM)  treaty  admliH  irfl.mdnM 
a  full  partner  into  the  greuteHt  and 
most  liberal  community  of  nations 
the  world  has  ever  known,  makes  her 
mlMtresa  of  her  own  fata,  and  Invites 
bar  to  ooneentrate  upon  the  taaka  of 
naUaaal  pregreaa  had-  tha  develop- 
moRft  of  the  rteh  reaoaraas  aha  haa 
sspeaded  hlthfrto  la  the  sueesia  of 
othera.  Her  progreea.  if  it  is  im-

LONDON,  Jan.  t.— A  majority  of 
the  London  newepapars  editorially 
siprsas  relief  and  aallafaetlon  over 
tha  vote  of  ths  Dall  Blrsaon  on  the 
peace  treaty.  While  recngnlrinff  trie 
difflcuttles  ahead,  owing  to  the  lion- 
tillty  of  ihc  irreconcllables,  they  pro- 
fesn  conliaenoe  that  the  trouble  will 
bf  sunaoaatod  aad  that  paaea  win 
follow. 

The  Times  s«pfsassa  ths  bsUsf  that
